Six-year-old boy's life saved by classmates 
and CPR given by teacher and nurse

Quick response and emergency 
measures are credited with saving 
the life of a six-year-old student at 
Southern Elementary. 

Adam White was released from 
Children's Hospital on Thursday, 
October 25 to return to his home in 
Falmouth having undergone surgery 
on October 24 to have a defibulator 
implanted for his heart. Adam was 
diagnosed with Hypertrophic Car- 
diomyopaphy, a disease that causes 
the heart muscle to thicken and not 
properly pump blood throughout the 
body. 

"This was a medical condition 
that no one knew about," said his 
grandmother Alisha McKnew. "The 
doctor told us that not very many 
patients with this problem make it." 

Adam was outside playing a 
game called Batman and Robin on 
October 19 with the other students 
at recess when he became very tired. 
He went over to a bench and sat 
down and then lay down on it. The 


other kids thought he was sleeping, 
but they couldn't wake him. Two 
classmates, Emma and Braiden, ran 
to get help. 

Adam's teacher and the school 
nurse rushed to his side administer¬ 
ing CPR until the ambulance could 
arrive. Once the ambulance arrived 
air care was called into service. 
Within just a very few minutes the 
six-year-old was in the air and being 
flown to Children's Hospital in Cin¬ 
cinnati. Aboard the helicopter a 
nasal tube was inserted to help him 
breath. 

"Had it not been for the fast 
response, training and the school 
nurse and a teacher starting the CPR 
until the ambulance with EMTs 
could arrive our baby most certainly 
would have not made it," said a very 
emotional grandmother with tears in 
her eyes. "We want Emma and 
Braiden to know they saved Adam's 
life." 

One of the concerns the family 
had was not knowing if Adam had 


any brain damage. She said, "Once 
the MRI was done on him and came 
back showing no brain damage, we 
felt one of our prayers had been 
answered. 

"The doctors tell us that with this 
defibulator Adam should be able to 
lead a normal life. He will have to 
go back to the doctors often so they 
can keep a close check on it. 

"Anybody that doesn't think the 
people in Pendleton County are very 
good, I want to tell them different. 
We are very lucky to have the qual¬ 
ity people we have, teachers, and all 
of our EMTs and the air care staff. 
They were there for Adam and our 
family. Everyone worked as a team 
and did it quickly. 

"We certainly echo the com¬ 
ments of the grandmother on how 
appreciative we are of the quick 
response time of our teachers, the 
school nurse and the EMT's," said 
Pendleton County School Superin¬ 
tendent Anthony Strong. "From the

Three were charged with 
criminal indictments at this time. 

Jackie Bennett, dob 01/04/1977, was indict¬ 
ed on charges of possession of a controlled 
substance (heroin) in the first degree-first 
offense; possession of drug paraphernalia; and 
operating a motor vehicle while under the 
influence-first offense. Bail set at $5,000. 

Jackie Bennett, dob 01/04/1977, was indict¬ 
ed on charges of murder; assault in the first 
degree; criminal mischief in the first degree; 
and operating a motor vehicle while under the 
influence-first offense with aggravating circum¬ 
stances. Bail set at $100,000. 

Tressa Coomer, dob 10/29/1976, was indict¬ 
ed on charges of burglary in the second degree; 
theft by unlawful taking ($500 or more but less 
than $10,000); and persistent felony offender in 
the second degree.

Legislative perspective on Kentucky General Assembly 


The power of just one single vote is very powerful 


Kentucky’s vot¬ 
ers will have a 
chance to vote for 
more than just the 
elected offices on 
November 6, on 
the ballot; they’ll 
also consider a 
constitutional 
amendment that 
would further 
strengthen hunting and fishing 
rights. 

It has been a little more than two 
years since many of my colleagues in 
the Kentucky House of Representa¬ 
tives and I unveiled this proposed 
amendment, which went on to be 
approved overwhelmingly by the 
General Assembly in 2011. It had to 
wait until this upcoming general 
election, however, because constitu¬ 
tional amendments can only be put 
before voters in even-numbered 
years. 

If other states are a guide, this 
amendment should have no problem 
at the polls. Ninety percent of Ten¬ 
nessee’s voters gave their support for 
the concept in 2010, for example, 
while the votes in Arkansas and 
South Carolina that year topped 80 
percent. 

All told, 13 states now have this 
type of amendment in their constitu¬ 
tions, and Nebraska, Idaho and Wyo¬ 
ming will join Kentucky next month 
in trying to boost that number to 17. 
Although Vermont’s was added in 
1777, most have been approved since 
1996. Not surprisingly, a wide array 
of hunting and fishing organizations 
are strong supporters of this amend¬ 
ment, and the National Rifle Associ¬ 
ation is as well. 

States are doing this because it

provides better protection of hunting 
and fishing rights, ensuring they are 
always treated uniformly across all 
three branches of government and 
local jurisdictions. Should this pass, 
it will have no impact on such tradi¬ 
tional regulations as hunting seasons, 
permits and licenses. 

Here in Kentucky, hunting, fish¬ 
ing and other wildlife-related activi¬ 
ties play a major role in our economy 
and in protecting hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of irreplaceable acres. 

Combined, these outdoor pur¬ 
suits bring in about $3 billion a year, 
and they support 34,000 jobs. 
According to the state’s Department 
of Fish and Wildlife Resources, they 
contribute more than $200 million 
to state and local governments annu¬ 
ally. 

There are hundreds of thousands 
of sportsmen and women here in 
Kentucky, and many more come 
from other states. We have about one 
million hunting and fishing licenses 
sold each year, and the department’s 
information center fields 100,000 
calls annually. More than 100,000 
deer have been harvested each year 
since 2000, and wild turkey season is 
extremely popular as well, with the 
numbers taken totaling in the tens of 
thousands. 

The conservation efforts funded 
by these outdoor activities, mean¬ 
while, have played a crucial role in 
protecting the natural resources we 
all enjoy. It has also helped us do 
such things as re-stock an elk popula¬ 
tion that had withered away. Now, 
13 years after these efforts began, we 
have the largest herd in the eastern 
United States. 

As the election draws closer, I 
hope you will take the time to learn

How Free Will 
You Be

more about this amendment. Such 
constitutional changes are relatively 
rare during elections, but they are 
needed periodically - sometimes to 
take something out or, as in this case, 
sometimes to put something needed 
in. Since 1891, when our current 
constitution was written, there have 
been 78 amendments put before the 
voters, with 40 passing. 

To make sure you have the time 
to understand this question, here is 
the text of the amendment as it will 
appear on the ballot on November 6: 

“The citizens of Kentucky have 
the personal right to hunt, fish, and 
harvest wildlife, using traditional 
methods, subject only to statutes 
enacted by the Legislature, and to 
administrative regulations adopted 
by the designated state agency to 
promote wildlife conservation and 
management and to preserve the 
future of hunting and fishing. Public 
hunting and fishing shall be a pre¬ 
ferred means of managing and con¬ 
trolling wildlife. This section shall 
not be construed to modify any pro¬ 
vision of law relating to trespass, 
property rights, or the regulation of 
commercial activities.” 

I encourage you to join with me 
in getting this amendment passed.

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Harper named NKY Offensive Player of the Year

Senior Aven Harper secured his place in Pendleton County Wildcats 
soccer history with an incredible 2012 season. He also was named the 
Northern Kentucky Offensive Player of the Year. 


Although his Wildcat soccer 
playing days are now over, Aven 
Harper's place in the program's 
history will live on in the record 
books forever. 

He was named the Northern 
Kentucky Offensive Player of the 
Year on October 19, becoming 
the first player in school history 
to receive the honor. The award 
culminated a senior season in 
which Harper totaled 44 goals ( 
third best in the state ) and 20 
assists, both Pendleton County 
single-season records. He also 
ends his career as the most pro¬ 
lific scorer in school history with 
83 goals, and as the program's 
all-time leader in assists with 33. 

"Aven is the most-skilled soc¬ 
cer player I have ever coached," 
said Wildcats head coach Lisa 
Feltner. "He played each game 
with heart and determination. 
His foot skills, ball control, speed, 
decision making, the ability to 
recognize and seize the opportu¬ 
nity to make goal scoring oppor¬ 
tunities make him one of the best 
players in the state." 

Pendleton County athletic 
director, Keith Smith, witnessed 
many of the fine performances 
turned in by Harper throughout 
the course of the season. 

"Aven is one of those once in 


a lifetime players. There are good 
players that go through a school, 
there are great players that go 
through a school and then there 
are once in a lifetime players that 
are a blessing for the school, pro¬ 
gram and team. In my first year as 
AD, it was a joy to watch him 
play and appreciate the artistery 


that he brought to the game," 
said Smith. 

Harper's dedication and 
strong work ethic on the field is 
also duplicated in the classroom. 
He carries a 4.0 GPA and ranks 
first among his graduating class of 
178. He plans to pursue college 
in Europe following graduation.

Rabbit care: transitioning from 
hot to cold weather 

Rabbits require less labor than 
other livestock species, but it is 
important to remember that rab¬ 
bits are just as susceptible to the 
dangers that come with freezing 
weather. To avoid dangers like 
frostbite, contamination from 
unclean cages and the loss of an 
animal’s body heat, it is impor¬ 
tant to keep a close eye on your 
rabbit during the winter to ensure 
that your rabbit’s health is not 
risked. 

If your rabbit is housed out¬ 
doors in a hutch, check the loca¬ 
tion. If the hutch moved to an 
area of shade in the summer, the 
hutch should be relocated against 
a building for the winter. Placing 
the hutch against the building 
prevents the cold wind from the 
north from entering. Board up 
the sides of the hutch to make 
sure the least amount of cold air 
enters. The front side of the hutch 
should be covered just enough to 
give the rabbit enough fresh air, 
but also block off the freezing air 
and snow that will try to slip in 
the hutch. 

Maintaining a clean hutch for 
the rabbit is essential year round. 
Check the drop pan in the hutch 
frequently to ensure waste doesn’t 
freeze. The removal of frozen 
waste is much more difficult. 

It is suggested that if you 
choose to move your rabbit 
indoors during the winter, make 
sure that the transition from the 
cold temperatures to the warmer 
temperatures is gradual. Rabbits 
do not tolerate extreme changes 
in temperatures well. If you 
choose to move the rabbit 
indoors, avoid placing the rabbit 
in locations that might harm its 
well-being. For example, moving 
your rabbit to a garage where 
there will be a lot of fumes is not 


recommended. The fumes could 
be harmful and potentially deadly 
to rabbits. 

Just as rabbits need water in 
the summer to stay hydrated, it is 
important to make sure that an 
abundant supply of water is avail¬ 
able in the winter as well. Cold 
weather will cause the rabbit’s 
water to become frozen a lot 
more often. This will require you 
to frequently change the rabbit’s 
water. Water bottles are conve¬ 
nient in the summer, but using a 
water bottle in the winter may 
not be the best idea. When the 
water in the bottle freezes, it will 
cause the water bottle to crack. To 
avoid this, use bowls and change 
the water frequently to keep a 
hydrated rabbit. 

Feeding your rabbit can also 
help in creating the body warmth 
that your rabbit needs in the win¬ 
ter. Since body heat requires more 
calories, it is suggested that add¬ 
ing a little corn to your rabbit’s 
diet will help create more body 
heat. To increase your rabbit’s 
caloric intake, add a larger pro¬ 
portion to your rabbit’s food bowl 
or some alfalfa hay for your rabbit 
to nibble on. It is important to 
remember that you want to 
increase the caloric intake with¬ 
out causing your rabbit to gain a 
lot of excess weight. Weight gain 
can lead to future health prob¬ 
lems for your rabbit. 

While many livestock animals 
fair the cold temperatures in the 
winter, it is important to remem¬ 
ber that the proper care is essen¬ 
tial for the health of your rabbit. 
Proper care and preparation for 
extreme temperature changes will 
help your rabbit transition from 
one season to the next. For more 
information contact the Pendle¬ 
ton County Cooperative Exten¬ 
sion Service.

Kentucky fruit and vegetable 
myths 

There are many myths and 
old wives tales concerning fruit 
and vegetable crops that have 
become part of Kentucky lore. 
Several myths that still exist today 
involve grape coloration and fall 
frosts. 

A number of grape growers 
believe that it is necessary to pick 
the leaves off the vine to expose 
the grape clusters to the sun so 
the grapes will color. This myth 
probably originated from growers 
removing leaves to improve air- 
circulation and reduce fruit rot. 
The truth is grapes—with the 
exception of the seedless Reliance 
variety—do not need sunlight to 
color. In fact, the fruit will color 
just fine when covered. Home 
grape growers can staple a bag 
over each cluster which keeps off 
birds, insects and diseases and 
reduces their spray program. 

Frost has a tendency to con¬ 
cern many producers. Some peo¬ 
ple believe greens become poi¬ 


sonous after a frost. Greens like 
mustard, kale and collards actu¬ 
ally develop a more enhanced 
flavor after a frost. Cool tempera¬ 
tures slow the internal respiration 
of the greens, allowing more sug¬ 
ars to accumulate, making them 
slightly sweeter. One exception, 
however, is rhubarb, which 
becomes toxic after exposure to a 
hard freeze. 

Myths involving frosted sweet 
potato roots also exist. Many 
producers believe that sweet 
potato roots become poisonous 
after a frost, but they actually just 
rot. Sweet potatoes are warm sea¬ 
son crops and will not tolerate a 
vine-killing frost. Producers 
should worry about frost injuring 
the sweet potatoes where they 
attach to the vine. This injury 
prevents healing after the sweet 
potato is harvested leading to 
decay in storage.

Joe started the 
stove Saturday evening and it felt 


good to have heat the first couple of 
days. The temperatures have warmed 
up into the 60s allowing us to open 
some windows. 

12:45 p.m. After a light lunch of 
sandwiches Susan and I head to the 
basement to start cleaning it. Things 
have accumulated down there again 
so we have a lot of sorting to do. 

2:15 p.m. Loretta comes home 
with the handicapped bus .

We were glad to see 
son Benjamin getting off the bus 
again after not seeing him since Sun¬ 
day evening. He went home Sunday 
with Elizabeth’s friend Timothy. He 
went to and from school from Timo¬ 
thy’s house for those three days. He 
was helping him with some small 
jobs around his place at night and 
also went bow hunting for deer. He 
was very excited about being able to 
stay there and sounds like he had an 
enjoyable time there. It seemed really 
empty around here with one missing 
and I was glad to see him come home 
again.

ORDINANCE NO. 54.01 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF FALMOUTH, KENTUCKY APPROVING A LEASE WITH FIFTH THIRD BANK 
FOR THE FINANCING OF PUBLIC PROJECTS IN A MAXIMUM PRINCIPAL AMOUNT NOT TO EXCEED $277,000; 
PROVIDING FOR THE PAYMENT AND SECURITY OF THE LEASE AND DEPOSITS TO A SINKING FUND AS SECU¬ 
RITY FOR THE LEASE; AUTHORIZING THE EXECUTION OF VARIOUS DOCUMENTS RELATED TO SUCH LEASE; 
AND MAKING CERTAIN DESIGNATIONS REGARDING SUCH LEASE. 

WHEREAS, the City of Falmouth, Kentucky (the “City”), a municipal corporation of the Commonwealth of Kentucky (the “Com¬ 
monwealth”) of the fourth Class, and a political subdivision of the Commonwealth within the provisions of the Internal Revenue 
Code, has heretofore determined, and does hereby confirm that it is in the best interests of the City to undertake the acquisition 
of real property located on U.S. Highway 27 in Falmouth (the “Project”); and 

WHEREAS, the City Council has previously determined, and hereby further determines, that the City is in need of the Project, 
which has been and will continue to be used for public purposes; and 

WHEREAS, the City desires to finance the Project through a Lease Agreement (the “Lease”) with Fifth Third Bank (the “Lessor”) 
in a maximum principal amount not to exceed $277,000, pursuant to Section 65.940 et. seq. of the Kentucky Revised Statutes (the 
“Act”). 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF FALMOUTH, KENTUCKY, AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. Recitals and Authorization. The City, as lessee, hereby approves the Lease Agreement (the “Lease”), in substantially the 
form presented to this City Council (the “Governing Body”). The recitals to this Ordinance are incorporated herein as if set forth 
in this Section in their entirety and are hereby found and determined to be true and correct. It is hereby found and determined that 
the Project identified in the Lease is public property to be used for public purposes. It is further determined that it is necessary and 
desirable and in the best interests of the City to enter into the Lease for the purposes therein specified, and the execution and delivery 
of the Lease and all representations, certifications and other matters contained in the Closing Memorandum with respect to the 
Lease, or as may be required by Peck, Shaffer & Williams LLP, as Bond Counsel, prior to delivery of the Lease, are hereby approved, 
ratified and confirmed. The Mayor and City Clerk of the City are hereby authorized to execute the Lease, together with such other 
agreements or certifications which may be necessary to accomplish the transaction contemplated by the Lease. 

Section 2. General Obligation Pledge. Pursuant to the Constitution of the Commonwealth and Chapter 66 of the Kentucky Revised 
Statutes, as amended (the “General Obligation Statutes”), the obligation of the City created by the Lease shall be a full general obli¬ 
gation of the City and, for the payment of the Lease Payments, the full faith, credit and revenue of the City are hereby pledged for 
the prompt payment thereof During the period the Lease is outstanding, there shall be and there hereby is levied on all the taxable 
property in the City, in addition to all other taxes, without limitation as to rate, a direct tax annually in an amount sufficient to pay the 
Lease Payments on the Lease when and as due, it being hereby found and determined that current tax rates are within all applicable 
limitations. Said tax shall be and is hereby ordered computed, certified, levied and extended upon the tax duplicate and collected by 
the same officers in the same manner and at the same time that taxes for general purposes for each of said years are certified, extended 
and collected. Said tax shall be placed before and in preference to all other items and for the full amount thereof provided, however, 
that in each year to the extent that the other taxes or revenues of the City are available for the payment of the Lease Payments and 
are appropriated for such purpose, the amount of such direct tax upon all of the taxable property in the City shall be reduced by the 
amount of such other taxes or revenues so available and appropriated. 

There is hereby established, or it is acknowledged that there has heretofore been established, with the Lessee a sinking fund (the “Sink¬ 
ing Fund”), which is hereby ordered to be continued and maintained as long as the Lease shall remain outstanding. The funds derived 
from said tax levy hereby required or other lawfully available funds shall be placed in the Sinking Fund and, together with interest 
collected on the same, are irrevocably pledged for the payment of all obligations issued under the Act and all Tax Supported Leases, 
as defined in the Act, including the Lease herein authorized, when and as the same fall due. Amounts shall be transferred from the 
Sinking Fund to the Lessor at the times and in the amounts required by the Lease. 

Section 3. Expectation Regarding the Lease. The City, by the adoption of this Ordinance, certifies that it does not reasonably antici¬ 
pate that less than 95% of the proceeds of the Lease will be used for “local government activities” of the City or that the aggregate 
face amount of all tax-exempt obligations issued by the City (including all subordinate entities of the City) during calendar year 2012 
will exceed $5,000,000. 

Section 4. Designation of the Lease as Qualified Tax-Exempt Obligation. Pursuant to Section 265(b)(3) of the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1986 (the “Code”), the City hereby specifically designates the Lease as a “qualified tax-exempt obligation” for purposes of 
Section 265(b)(3) of the Code. In compliance with Section 265(b)(3) of the Code, the City hereby represents that the City will not 
designate more than $10,000,000 of “qualified tax-exempt obligations” issued by the City in the calendar year 2012 as such “qualified 
tax-exempt obligations.” 

Section 5. Issuance Limitation. In compliance with the requirements of Section 265(b)(3) of the Code, the City hereby represents that 
the City (including all “subordinate entities” of the City within the meaning of Section 265(b)(3) of the Code) reasonably anticipates 
that it will not issue in the calendar year 2012, “qualified tax-exempt obligations”, in an amount greater than $10,000,000. 

Section 6. Severability. If any section, paragraph or provision of this Ordinance shall be held to be invalid or unenforceable for any 
reason, the invalidity or unenforceability of such section, paragraph or provision shall not affect any of the remaining provisions of 
this Ordinance. 

Section 7. Open Meetings Laws. This Governing Body hereby finds and determines that all formal actions relative to the adoption 
of this Ordinance were taken in an open meeting of this Governing Body, and that all deliberations of this Governing Body and of 
its committees, if any, which resulted in formal action, were in meetings open to the public, in full compliance with applicable legal 
requirements. 

Section 8. Conflicts. All ordinances, resolutions, orders or parts thereof in conflict with the provisions of this Ordinance are, to the 
extent of such conflict, hereby repealed and the provisions of this Ordinance shall prevail and be given effect. 

Section 9. Effective Date and Summary. This Ordinance shall take effect from and after its passage and the publication of the Sum¬ 
mary attached as Exhibit A hereto, which is hereby approved and ordered to be published, as provided by law.
